Status of the Claims 
Claims 16-19 are pending. 

Restriction Requirement 

The outstanding Restriction Requirement divided the claims into two groups. 
In response to the Restriction Requirement, applicants elect Group 1 . 
This election is without traverse. 

In order to facilitate prosecution of this application, original claims 1-15 are canceled in 
lieu of the claims presented above. The above claims are believed to read on Group 1 . 

The Restriction Requirement further included an election of species requirement. In 
response to this election of species requirement, Applicants elect the following species:

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Additionally, the Office Action requires Applicants to identify the claims readable on the 
elected species. 



In view of the above amendment claims 16-19 are readable on the elected species. 

Following this election of species selection, it is understood that if the Examiner finds the 
elected species allowable over the prior art, the search will be expanded to include other species, 
with the search and examination eventually including the entire scope of the pending claims.
